ing, 1673, 1674, 1675, 3 1677. to make and rt Herring with the Re. 
ſtrictions and Impoſitions therein mentioned : as likewiſe, by their Ad of the general 
| Mecting the 10. of December, 16775. did retract the ſaid Licence upon certain grounds 
and reaſons therein expreſt : Nerwikdenting of which, the general Meeting does for 
this next ſeaſon of Fiſhing, 1678. continue the Licence for making and exportirig of 
RE Herrings upon the ReftriQions aftermentioned , and of payment of fix pounds cots 
1 per Laſt, for the uſe and behoove of the Company, for the Liberty of Export: That 
Stoſay, All latives Inhabitants of this Kingdom, may fiſh and export Herrings at Damber and places adjacent, 
od the North-Lochs commonly defigned the Lews , at any time they pleaſe , and the Weſtern Fiſhing within 
ve Mules of Gallowsy and Kintyre , Clyde, and the adjicent Lochs included, at any time after the 20. day of 
ptember, not beginning ſooner to fiſh for export in theſe Precincts, nor for Domeſtick uſe, except as is here- 
er expreſſy provided ; providing alwayes, that all Herrings for export ſhallbe made up in oaken Barrels of the 
Nencſs and ſize with the Companies Cask, which contains eight Gallons four P That they be made and 
red in the ſime manner the Company doe, and ſalted with ſuch galt as they do, mito bere-pack'd, and at their 
le- packing, to be overſeen by any appointed by the Managers of the "_ for that effect, who is to & a 
Sura Mark upon cach Barrel, if they be ſufficient and fit for Export, and is to be entred, and pay to any appoih- 
ed by the Managers for uplitting the ſame, the ſum of fix Pounds per Laſt, forthe Liberty of Export, and 
That als well of the Herrings taken at Damber and the Lewis, as theſe to be exported from the Weſtern Lochs : 
And now. ſince the Company has diſpenled with the Dambar and Lews Fiſhing for this next Seaſon, and having 
made proviſion of Ba. rels for that eff. ct, any intending tor theſe Fiſhings is hereby oblieged proportionally to take 
ME the Barr. Is provided by the Company, they ſtill being good and ſufficient, and ar as eaſie rates as others 
Nords them, And likewayes , all the Veſſels intending for the north Lochs or Les fiſhing, their Owners or 
/raughters are hereby oblieged ro make intimation to the Directors of the C mpaq at #8dinbargh of the ſame, 
a of the. Veſſels burden; Nad any intending co order their veſſels beyond Sem before their n, in that 
caſe, they are oblieged to take an authorized Couper , who muſt give his oath to the Directors for making of the 
\Herrings in manner before - mentioned, and the Merchants or Owners ſhall give ſecurity to the Managers for pay- 
of the fix pounds per Laſt , and ſhall have a Warrant from them for that effect; Hereby declaring, this 
nt Licence is ſtill reſerving to the Company the early Fiſhing in the Weſtern Lochs, within the Mules of 
Sen and Kintyre only p by them. that Countrey never being in uſe formerly to fiſh before the time 
Iimited : And ſeeing how ſmall effect their Acts have taken, the Merchants fiſhing and ſalting vaſt quantities of 
Herti gs b fore the time limited, upon pretence they are for domeſtick uſe, hath them at all parts beyond ſeas be- 
fore the Company 3 and being unſufficiet t, as madein haſte and not right cured, puts a diſ-eſteem upon the Com- 
-panies-Fiſh, ſpoil; the Mercats abroad, and diminiſhes the quantity the Company would otherwayes make, and 
oxer· rates the ea ly green Herrings at home. Therefore the [aid general Mecting of the fiſhing Society, do hereby 
prohibite and diſcharge all Merchants, Skippers, or Owners of any Veſſel, Bark or Boat, Seamen , Coupers, 
or other Trade men, Fiſher, or any other perſon or peifons whatſoever, to ſalt and barrell Herrings before the 20. 
Gy of September, and that under the pain of Confiſcation, of what Ong ſhallbe found to be barrelled before 
the ſaidday ; As allo, of the Veſſel or Veſſels where any ſuch herrings, or barrells, with Spainiſb or French Salt 
{ſhall be found, either in Ships. Barks, Boats, Couper- boats, or any other Veſſel or Boat whatſoever, in any of the 
Eochs or Creeks within the Mules ot Galloway and Kirtyre,or upon the River of Chad, or of any Herringsbarrelled 
that ſhall be found upon land, in Bu.iths, Houſes, or elſewhere within the ſaid Precin&, before the 20. of Septem- 
ber, and is to be confiſcat for the uſe and behoove of the fiſhing Society; excepting alwayes all Noblemen, Gentle- 
men, and others, that do make and barrel Herrings for the proper uſe of their own reſpective families, provi- 
ding hey intimate to the Overſeer of the Company at Greeneck, how many barrells they are to make, and give 
lurety to him they ſhall be landed and expended accordingly within the countrey, and the (aid Overſeer ſhallgive 
{Warrand for this effect: And any perſon whatſoever, who ſhall be found barrelling Herrings before the 20. of 
\Seprember, not havi um Warrand as laid is, ſhall confiſcat ſuch Herrings and Barrells, with the Veſſel or Veſſels

wherein thiy ſn ll be found, for the uſe and behoove of the Company: And do hereby continue the Licence for 
? x porting of Herring, for the next ſeaſon of fiſhing as is above-mentioned, they obſerving the Inſtructions, Rules, 

and Intimatiors, and not ſalting or barrelling Herrings, before the 20. of September; with certification as is above. 
exp teſt, and the contravecners to be purſued againſt, according to the Patent and Priviledge of the Company.
